H. P. Seeman the mesa farmer has
on exhibition at the East Las Vegas
postoffice' samples of potatoes raised
on his farm 12 miles east of the city,
by the dry farming process. One of
these potatoes weighs 16 and the oth-

er 22 ounces. They were raised on
sod land and show conclusively what
can be done by Intelligent cultivation,
' W. O. Robinson is showing samples

of turnips raised on his farm seven
miles east of the city. The seed was
sown July 25, and the turnips weigh
three pounds each. Mr. Robinson has
125 acres under cultivation and is one
of the farmers who has unbounded
faith in dry farming.

N. S. Belden the pioneer dry farmer,
came In from his ranch Saturday, bring
ing samples of sugar beets, "tomatoes
and Mango peppers, which are on ex-

hibition at the postoffice. Ha will
have a large assortment of farm pro
duce at the fair next week. Mr. Bel,
den Is one of the men who show their
faith in the country by their work.
He has 600 acres under cultivation.
and is farming by scientific principles.

S. L. Barker of Beulah brought ind
samples of oats and barley from ills
ranch on the Wapello Saturday. In
conversation with an Optic reporter
hq said all the farmers in that vieln-- (

uy were preparing exnious ior tn.e
fair to be held at the armory next
week. Mr. Barker will be In nxt
Saturday with several exhibits, with
which he expects to carry off blue
ribbons.

Joe Patchen the mesa farmer sold
to the Las Veg'is merchants a portion
of his native tean crop last week.
The beans are of better quality than
any shipped in from Colorado. Ttiey
will yield 1000 pounds to the acre.

Mrs. Robert Hayward has just har-
vested b. crop of 2000 pounds of apples
from a small orchard on the Wi.'t--

side.' These trees hav- - not been
pruned of irrigated for the past three
years. The apples average 12 Inches
in circumference. They are the Rambo
variety, and of excellent quality.

Out of thirty-si- x fruit trees set out
this spring on the farm of Long and
Black, thirty-thre-e are doing well. Con
siderable fruit will be set out by the
farmers this fall and next spring. ,

Two farmers have just purschased
a gasoline power plow and will begin
work on the breaking of 1600 acres
of sod land which they control. Their
plan is to put this all into crops next
spring. There will be from 3600 to
4000 acres ready for planting next
March where 24 months before the,
soil had never seen a plow. This
shows in a measure something of the
quick development of that country,

On all parts of the Gaylor-Kiefe- r

tract the sorghum, kafflr corn, mllo
maize, etc., is averaging from one to
one and one-hal- f tons' per acre and
sells readily at $12 ton for feed.

From the farm of Harry Catton who
came here from Sturgis, Mich., pota
toes are harvesting from 75 to 125
bushels an acre. Five potatoes taken
from this farm weighed 4 4 pounds.
Mr. Catton has five acres in potatoes
and is getting $1.05 a bushel for them,

F. D., Howe, a Findlay, Ohio, farmer,
Is harvesting 12 acres of beans run
ning 800 to 1200 lbs, per acre for
which he is getting 4 cents a pound.
Mr. Howe also has eight acres in
potatoes wnicn win run equally as
good as the potatoes on the Catton
farm above mentioned.

W. A. Bdsenberry, who is farming
the Gaylor-Kiefe- r ranch has some 12
acres in potatoes which will run easi-
ly 100 bushels to the acre. He has
one field of alfalfa with almost a
perfect stand. This alfalfa was sowed
late this summer and stands about
3 inches high at the present time.

On one ranch owned by S. L. Bar-
ker, is an apple tree measuring 3 1-- 2

inches In diameter, and having (by
count) 503 fine apples. Mr: Barker
says he has never seen a wormy apple
on his trees. Prunes and plums do
equally well and small fruits are
grown without attention.

H. W. Griffith has a good stand of
northern corn that is but of the way
of frost and he estimates will run
about 30 bushels to the aero. He has
a second crop of oats that will give
him good fall pasture or will be high
enough to cut and cure for hay.

L. E. Waggoner, of Chillicothe, 111.,
owns 160 acres which he improved
and hired a man to farm this season.
Off from about 40 acres which he
cropped this year he will harvest
enough to pay all expense of breaking
and the cost of his improvements.
